The alumni awards spotlight for 1975 will focus on A. F. (Pete) Sloan *55 
of Charlotte, Harry E. Hicklin, Jr., 48 of Rock Hill and Dr. William S. (Billy) 
Ogden ’61 of Danville, Va., during the Alumni Association program at Homecoming. 

Pete Sloan will receive the Alumni Gold P Award “in recognition of outstand- 
ing accomplishments in his chosen profession which reflect honor upon this college.” 
He is president of Lance, Inc., one of the largest food-product companies of its kind 
in the nation. He also is a leader in civic and religious activities of his community. 

Harry Hicklin has been named for the Alumni Service Award “in recognition 
of outstanding meritorious service rendered Presbyterian College and the Alumni 
Association.” His service over the years has ranged from the presidency of the 
Alumni Association to fund-raising to student recruitment. He is, in all endeavors, 
an ambassador of goodwill for PC. 

Billy Ogden is the fourth recipient of the more recently established Outstanding 
Young Alumnus Award. It cites an alumnus under 36 “for his early competence in 
his chosen field of endeavor and his exceptional promise of future achievement.” 
Ogden is now associated with the Danville Orthopedic Clinic in the practice of 
orthopedic surgery. He was the top-honor graduate at the University of Georgia 
Medical School and received two fellowships to specialize at Duke University 
Medical School.

Belk Hail Opens Doors 


Mary Irwin Belk Hall has joined William Henry Belk Auditorium on 
the Presbyterian College campus. 

In dedication ceremonies combined with the opening convocation on 
August 26, PC named its new women’s dormitory in memory of the outstand- 
ing Charlotte church and civic leader whose late husband founded the Belk 
mercantile organization. He is memorialized by the auditorium in which the 
dedication-convocaton was held. 

Dr. Dean W. Colvard, chancellor of the Unversity of North Carolina at 
Charlotte and a friend of the Belk family, delivered the convocation address 
before the first student assembly of the 1975-76 session. 

Irwin Belk, executive vice-president of Belk Stores Services, made the 
formal presentation of Belk Hall. He spoke in behalf of the family members 
and business associates who joined in helping to underwrite its $1 million cost 
as an endorsement of Presbyterian College evcellence. His brother, Tom 
Belk, also was present for the occasion honoring their mother. 

President Marc C. Weersing respondel in appreciation for the far-ranging 
philanthropies of the Belks which have strengthened Christian higher education 
and the Presbyterian Church generally as well as PC in particular. He also 
praised the service of late trustee Henry Belk Matthews of Macon, Ga., for 
whom the main parlor is named.

Mary Irwin Belk 


Mrs. Mary Irwin Belk (1882-1968) visited Presbyterian College in 1960 
for the dedication of William Henry Belk Auditorium in memory of her 
husband, often called “the merchant prince of the South.” She shared her 
husband’s enthusiasm for the Presbyterian Church, her community and 
Christian education. Together, they reared a family of five sons and one 
daughter devoted to their high principles of service and enlightened free 
enterprise: William H. Belk, Jr., John M. Belk, Irwin Belk, Henderson Belk, 
Thomas M. Belk and Mrs. Sarah Belk Gambrell. 

Mrs. Belk was a president and life member of the women-of-the-church 
of Charlotte’s Caldwell Memorial Presbyterian Church, a Queens College 
trustee and recipient of its Algernon Sydney Sullivan Award as an alumna. 
She also supported numerous historical societies—an interest stimulated by 
ancestral ties reaching back to the colonial days of this country. Her special 
concern for education was rooted in her early experiences as a teacher in 
the elementary grades of the Charlotte public schools prior to her marriage. 

The plaque in new Belk Hall bears this inscription: 


This resident hall honors 
the memory of Mary Irwin Belk, a loving and gentle 
spirit devoted to her family, her church, her 
community and to Christian higher education. 
Gracious wife of William Henry Belk, 
constant mother faithful to her Christian trust. 


Henry Belk Matthews Parlor 


The main parlor in Belk Hall is named in memory of Henry Belk 
Matthews of Macon, Ga. He was executive vice-president of the Belk- 
Matthews Company, head of the Belk enterprise in the central-Georgia area 
and a member of the board of directors of the national organization. He 
also was an active elder of the First Presbyterian Church and a leader in 
the civic life of Macon. 

Bom in Matthews, N. C., in 1904, he was graduated from Davidson 
College and married the former Evelyn McArver. Both of their sons, Henry 
B. Matthews, Jr., and William M. Matthews, attended Presbyterian College. 
He died in 1971. 

Presbyterian College remembers Henry Matthews with special affection 
as an energetic trustee of 12 years’ service and a constant friend whose counsel 
and support greatly strengthened this institution. The plaque within the 
parlor reads: 


Dedicated to a Christian business leader, friend and 
benefactor of Presbyterian College, who served as 
an effective member of the Board of Trustees 1959-71. 


850 Enrolled for 1975-76 


Freshman Class Up 15% 


Paced by a 15 percent increase over 
last year in entering freshmen, PC en- 
rolled 850 students for the fall semester 
of the 1975-76 session which opened on 
August 22. 

The student body of 500 men and 
350 women includes 254 first-year stu- 
dents. These figures compare to 221 
freshmen and a student total of 842 
last year. 

Admissions office statistics for this 
year’s freshman class indicate more 
applications initiated, with 72 percent 
of these being accepted and 60 percent 
of that group enrolling here. The aca- 
demic quality of the new class has been 
maintained at the same level as last 
year. 

New faces also appear among the 
faculty and staff members.

the PC board of trustees, president of 
the Walter Johnson Club, and the re- 
cipient of the Alumni Gold P, Alumni 
Service Award and an honorary doctor 
of humanities degree.
